Japanese to extend thoir carrying trade. 
Moreover, -their operations for the most 
part have. lain outside the range of the 
submarine campaign. Tho Japanese mer- 
chant fleet haa shown increased -notivity 
in the Pacific, and in all the waters of 
tho Enst.‘ She has made an effort to get 
into the Indian coasting’ trade, ‘whero, 
owing to the restricted facilities for 
transporting, goods, recourse has be 
made to the greater use of smaller sailing 
vessels. Recently a complaint has come 
from Rotterdam of Japancse plans: for 
services to the Dutch “East Indics. At 
any rate, Japan has had tho tonnage, and 
the opportunity to improve. vaatly her 
maritime sérvices, and she emerges from. 
the war in a much stronger position. 

British shipping firms, while accepting 
as imevitable the situation’ which has 
resulted m_ 2 withdrawal of their ships, 
are none:the less anxious to re-establish 
their trading operations in-the East with 
the loast ible delay, and that, in spite 
of what they, regard a8 a beavy findncial 
handicap, as Japancag shipping concerns

CHINA AND THE” P 
CONPFRENCE. 


THE SINOJAPANESE TREATY OF 
1915. 


A plea that China's just claims may 
be presented to the world at the Peaea 
Conference ‘hus beon issued by the China 
National Defence League in Europe, Le 
Comilé Démocratique Chinois en France, 
and the Central Unien of the Chinese 
Students in Grent Britain. It states: — 

The Great War ends with the overthrow 
of military Germany and autocratic Rus- 
sia, who had, by tbe establishment of 
naval bases in the Far East, or by geo- 
graphical propingnity, beth + menaced 
China for so many years. 
the future independence af the young 
Republic is far from being assured. At 
the very moment when the world is jubi- 


However, 


lanly welcoming the triumph of liberty 
and justice, China, one of the Allic», 
amarts under the sword of the Japanese 
Army, stationed at the strategical points 
of Bhantung and Manchuria—uncon- 
nected with tho Biberian expedition. At 
the very time when her Allics were des- 
perately engaged against German mili- 
tarism the Japaneso Government present. 
ed to China twenty-one demands, and 


compelled her to sign the majority of 
them, while the rest were postponed for 
Inter negotiation. That was the tregty 
of May 9th, 1918. By this treaty China 
was forced to prolong the lease of Port 
Arthur and Dalny—the most important 
naval bases of northern Chinato her 
poworful neighbour. It is this treaty 
which has made Japan maater of all tho 
important economic resources of Shan- 
tung, Manchuria, and other provinces. 
If this treaty stands, Japan controls the 
whole arca of northern China, militarily 
and economivally, If thiy contre! con- 
tinues, the world will see, in the near 
future, the absorption’ by Japan of the 
Republic of China, and the closin the 
door of China, as the door of Korea has 
already been closed, to the free enterprise 
of other nations. If this control con- 
tinues, the world will sce the militarisa- 
tion of 400 imillions of peace-loving 
people, and! the exploitation fy Japan of 
the limitless resources of the eastern corn- 
er of Asia, for the purpose which the 
Romans achieved on a small scale, and 
Napoleon and William If. pursued in 
vain. Then will ensue tho realisation ‘of 
the rule of force ‘and violence ogainst 
which the Allies have fought with the 
sacrifice of millions of lives. Therefore, 
to safeguard her own freedom as well os 
the liberty and justices of the world, 
China demands the abolition of the Sino- 
Japanese Treaty of May 9th, 1915, which 
the Chinese nation has never legally re- 
cognised, and: which all other nations, 
including, we believe, even the democratic 
minority in Japan, have condemned. 
CONBULAR JURISDICTION 

= The freedom and independence of 
‘mation imply the absence of foreign in: 
terference within its territory. | China 
has up to,now been denied the right to 
bring under her: jurisdiction foreigners 
within her territory. The establishment 
of thé young Republic (1911) opened a 
new epoch of reform, Since then efforts 
have steadily been made in the codificas 
tion of new laws (civil and criminal) on 
Western principles; and in the re“organ- 
ization and improvement of the admin- 
istration of justice. The difference in 
laws and customs between the Western 
and Eastern peoples, which gave rise to 
the existence of A right of extra-jurisdic- 
tion for foreigners in China, will soon 
disappear. But foreign nations, includ- 
ing the Associated Powers, show no signs 
of renouncing this privilege- This »n- 
munity from the laws of the land gives 
shelter to dangerous groups of forcigners, 
causes ill-feeling between natives and 
forei, and renders difficult that 


acquisition of 
foreigners in China de 
sovercignty. On the principle of equal 
rights for every nation, and. in order to 

romote the welfare of all inhabitants, 
oreign and native, China asks her Allies 
to fix a definite date—four or five years 
hence—at which extra-jurisdiction shall 
terminate. ps 

TARIFF ARRANGEMENT. 

Eve nation must have the right to 
direct, its own fiscal ‘policy. The denial 
to China,, by treaty, of the right to re- 
gulate her oustoms-rates is a handicap 
on her revenue system, and a great en- 
croachment on her sovereignty.

Tong Shiu-yi-stated that as 
soon &s Chang 8ui-ki, a delegaty, who was 
sent 'to investigate the fighting in Shiensi, 
reports that the fighting has stopped; he 
would at once order the resumption of 
the peace conference. It is expected that 
the conference wil} be resumed shortly, 
as Chang Siu-ki’s report cannot now ba 
long delayed.

HONGKONG’S NEW GOVERNOR 


OPPOSITION TO PUBLIC DINNER 
IN OEYLON. , 


Tho newspapers of Ceylon have devoted 
much attention to Mr. Reginald I. 
Stubbs since his appointment 
Governorship of Hongkong. Irom a copy 
of Thc People vo hand by yestorday's 
mail, it appears that’ there is a, decidedly 
‘strong feeling against a public dinner, 
which it is proposed to give to Mr. Btubbs 
before he leaves Ceylon. The official 
meribers_and the unofficial members alike 
of the Ceylon’ Legislative Council have 
supported the, proposal. The opposition 
comes from members of that section of the 
Ceylonese population which Bir Hugh 
CHiflord, a late Colonial Becrctary, in 4 
caustic Moment in Council, once termed 
the ‘' little core of rot. The ‘ core of 
rot’ is working strenuously for greater 
recognition by the Government ne 
abilities of the Ceylonese, and their claim 
to higher administrative posts in the 
Civil Service, and in their cam, ign 
have not hesitated to say some sory argh 
things of the Government and its head in 
Ceylon. The ire of this section hag most 
recently been raised by o statement made 
hy Mr. Stubbs, as chairman of the Public 
Servicea Commission, that the Ceyloncac 
wore not fit for administrative work “for 
obvious reasons.” 

Several influential Ceyloncse have given 
their views to Phe Lenple, opposing the 
movwnent for a public dinner, Mr. 
N. A. Arulanandam, a leading advocate, 
says, inter alia, * I heartily endorse the 
sentiments expressed in your editorial 
regarding the so-called public dinner to 
Mr. Stubbs, A dinner to that ill-fated 
Governor Sir Robert Chalmers or Mr. 
Dowbiggin would have been equally appro- 
priate. Jt is the duty of every pu hie 
apirited man to abstain from attending 
the dinner and of persuading his friends 
to'do likewise. It might interest you to 
know that whep the advocates at Hults- 
dorf proposed placing a floral wreath 
overt the grave of the late Bir John Ander. 
son, of blessed memory, the only English 
barrister refused to subscribe the paltry 
gum of one rupee towards the pure 
of the wreath. This  Englishman’s 
cxample is well worthy of imitation, For 
thong I don't agree with his view of 
Sir John Anderson's policy, it indicates 
the strength of his convictions, and the 
action he was prepared to take thereon. 
As for My, Btubbs, he is going on a 
phenomenal promotion and may be per- 
mitted to chew the cud of his own tor- 


Dr. E. Y. Ratman, F.R-C.S., M.D., 
member of the Colembo Municipal Coun- 
cil, is even more extreme in his views. 

“Do you support the movement started’ 
to give ‘a public dinner to our departing 
Colonial Secretary 1” .asked ‘the press 
representative. 

“T do not,” answered the doctor in o 
decided manner. ' Nor do'1 think that 
any self-respecting Ocylonese will take 
part in it.” 

Mr, Stubbs docs not deserve any mark 
of public approbution. 1 am decidedly 
of that opinion.”

Mr Stanley Leathes (chairman of tbe 
Prime Minister's Committec) said the 
conclusions to which the Committee had 
como might seem tu be truistas; but, how- 
over obvious, they had been negleetod in 
the past. They stated that in democratic 
countries 2 knowledge of languages was 
a national necessity, ag well ag a profit- 
able investment.

CONSUL AR REFORM. 


COST WOUL n BE PROFITABLE 
INVESTMENT 

One of the most important aspects of 
what is called reconstruction, which we 
commend to the consideration of Parlia- 
inept, is the reforin of the Consular Ser- 
vice Qs rites the Merny Pest). Tt was 
urged naw and again fang before the war, 
and there was svlne attempt at improve 
ment: but today the need for an eficient 
Consulate is nore urgent than over before 
inasmuch ay the restoration of British 
trade abroad depends largely upon the 
British Consul 

We make no reflection upon a mort 
worthy body of men, adds the journal, 
who no doubt dv ther best. under an 
obsolete system. The Consul _ is 
diplomat, half trade agent, and he iw:not 
paid in propoftion to the importance of 
either office. 

Jt may be that the discharge of ‘dip- 
loniatic duties and the care of trade 
interests should be separated the one from 
the other, but on that point we offer no 
opinion, What ix required is that the. 
Consular Bervice nhould be placed upon 
no high a plane, xo remunerated, and Fo 
yensioned -that it would enliet men of 
rat-closs ability, witl the bert professional 
knowledge, and the most valuable experi- 
enee. It should, for instance, present an 
opportunity to men who, baving succecd~
